RE S FRONT DOOR 

Mr. Rubino noted that at least two congressional 
committees will be involved in this matter and their personnel 
will require background investigations that will lead to the 
issuance of security clearances. The requests will come from the 
Hill to the Office of Legislative Affairs (OLA) , DOJ, and 
thereafter to Mr. Rubino' s office. Mr. Rubino will forward the 
written requests to the FBI authorizing the investigation. These 
requests will contain the investigative requirements for 
conducting the security clearance investigations in accordance 
with Executive Order 12356 and other applicable regulations. No 
investigation will be instituted until a completed SF-86 and 
supplement is received by Mr. Rubino. These investigations will 
be handled like those which are conducted on Departmental 
Attorneys. The scope will be fifteen years and the Department 
W1 11 obtain release forms and conduct a check of tax records. 

The Department will also receive requests for investigations 
regarding the independent counsel ' s staff, as well as those 
involving defense attorneys and their staff members. Requests 
for background investigations involving the "Tower Commission", 
however, will come from the White House rather than DOJ. The 
Special Tribunal will continue to make their requests to the 
Director of the FBI. 

Representatives of the FBI and DOJ will continue to 
meet regarding these matters to insure these investigations are 
conducted as promptly as possible with the existing availability 
of FBI resources.

Recently I voluntarily testified to members of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigations. My testimony covered all of 
the points which appear in this statement. 

My reasons for releasing this statement and breaking 
a professional code of silence is to put in its proper perspec- 
tive certain erroneous^speculations by the media concerning 
Vi ce President G eorgWvBush and members of his staff. Essential 
points are as follow: 

1. On January 22, 1985 and on May 1, '1986, I met 
with the Vice President in Washington, D.C. On May 20, 1986 
we met briefly in Miami. At no point in any of these meetings 
were operations connected with the Nicaraguan Freedom Fighters 
discussed or mentioned in any way or form. 

2. I moved to El Salvador on March 15, 1985, to try

A separate system- of records will be established and 
maintained in space 1B053.- It is anticipated that a high volume 
of documents will be generated and, of course, have been generat- 
in the past that will require a formal recordkeeping system. 
Additionally, large numbers of documents have been gathered as 

and must be properly maintained. It is therefore neces- 
sary to set up . appropriate storage for these records and docu- 
ments. This will necessitate additional space requirements. It 
is requested that you arrange for additional space in 1B053 by 
requesting Administrative Services Division at FBI Headquarters 
to construct a wall as shown on the enclosed diagram at column 
line JK. The office. space in 1B035H is also requested. This 

. necessitate moving individuals and equipment assigned to the 
Special Inquiry (SPIN) Unit, Division 6, over behind that column 
line. 

Additionally, it is noted that private contractors 
occupy space 1B140, which is directly off the Loading Dock and 
adjoins the space that I have hereby requested. I believe it 
would be appropriate for the Technical Services Division (TSD) , 
FBI Headquarters, to examine on a periodic basis this common wall 
to insure our continued security. n , j ns
